No. VL Occiirrence of the Fiii-Foot near Lampang, 

On November 11, HJ30, I obtained a speeiineii of the tin-foot 
[Heliopdis jMTHonaia) in a sinalb shallow iiiarsh about fifteen miles 
along the Lanipang-Chiengrai road, 11m bird was swimming slowly 
and was probably searching for food. It was a female in full plum¬ 
age and had the following dimensions; I'otal length 520 mm.; 
wing 257 mim ; tail 112 inin. ; tarsus 88 niiin; gape 54 mm. Previous 
Siamese recoiiLs winch I have been able to find for this bird are 
Patta o i, 1890 (Pro c eed i n gs Z o ol ogi ca 1 Soe i e ty o f Loud on ^ 1901); Ko 1 1 
Pa -ng an, 1918 (J o u r o a 1 Fe d e ra ted ^1 alay S ta t e s ^ 1915); a n d Oh an ta- 
boon, 1917 (-lonrnal of Natural History Society of Siam, 111, 1918). 
Tim specimen now recorded may prove to be tlm first from northern 

Siam.^

Jn his article, “Some Notes on Cervus schomburgkiwhich 
appeared in the Journal of Natural History Society of Siam, Vul. Ill, 
No. I. 1918, Mr. P. K Kemp remarks; “In all the numerous heads 
examined by me I liave never come across a single ease of the forked 
bruw tine of wliich Blyth and Lydekker make mention, nor can I 
learn of other observers in this country havijig ever met with this 
peculiarity.” The accompanying photograpJ) of a head of a Sehom- 
biirgk deer carrying antlers witli forked brow-tines may therefore 
be of intcre.st to Mr. Kemp and otliers who have not seen such a 
case before. 

According to the present owner, a Bangkok re.sident, tlie skull 
si low 11 in the photograph has been in the possession of his family 
for at least seveut}?^ years, but it is not known from which part of 
this eoimtry it was originally obtained.
